GENERAL PROBLEM. 


By having the latitudes of any two 
places on the terra firma, with their 
difference of longitude afcertain’d by 
obfervations made of Fupiter’s {fatellites, 
together with the deflections of the nee- 
dle at each place near the fame time ; 
to find from thence the latitude and 
longitude of their common point of at- 
traction, or magnetick pole, at that 
time. 
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In this primary problem are 4 di- 
Rint cafes, viz. 1. When the deflec- 
tion at each place is E. 

z. Whenit is W. at both places, 

. When it is E. at one place, and 
at the other W. 

4. When there is deflection at one 
place, and at the other none at all. 

Let us take Mr /. /'s example, given

Mr B's Account of ihe Eclipfe juftify'd. 


Mr Urnsan, Stalbridge, May 17, 175% 
N your laft, p. 153, I met with two un. 
neceflary remarks on the account I fent 
you of the Jaft lunar eclipfe, which you pub- 
lith'd in December Mag. p. 553- 

17, Mr G. W, fays, ** he hopes to have 2 
better acc unt of the eclipfe that is to happen 
June 8, than he had of the laft: becaufe the 
account publifh’d of that, was rather a eal- 
culation than an obfervation.’” But I muft 
obferve, if was fuch a calculation as was found- 
ed entirely on obfervation ; for by cbfervation 
only was determined the middle of the etlipfe, 
upor prefumption that the penumbra isequally 
denfe at the beginning and end, And, if fo, 
then the middle tifne ( between the apparent 
beginning and end) muft neceflarily be the true 
middle of the eclipfe; which is the principal 
thing to be regarded. The calculation, which 
was fubfequent to this obfervation, was only 
to determine the true beginning and end from 
this obferved middle, And the calculation be- 
ing very eafy, and withal concife, I prefumed 
it might be agreeable and unexceptionable. 

Secondly, Mr G. W. fays, that in my at 
count there is not one word of the longitude 
of Stalbridge. And, indeed, it wovld be 
ftrange if there had. For did ever any perfon 
determine the longitude of any one place from 
another by one fingle obfervation made in 
that place only ? Every one,the leaft vers’din 
aftronomy, knows that the longitude of places 
is to be determined by obfervations made in 
different places on the fame phznomenon. 
For the difference of the obferved times, is the 
difference of longitude. If therefore I neither 
had, nor could have, any account ef an obfer= 
vation made in amy other place, fuppofe, Lone 
don how is it poffible I fhould be able to fay any 
thing of the longitude of Sta/bridge? Befides, 
it was not my bufine/s in that account to fay 
any thing about longitude ; all that I had to 
do, was to give as true and juft an account of 
the eclipfe as I could, which I did. 

{t would be to no purpofe to think of deter- 
mining the longitude of a place by comparing 
obfervations with calculations; becaufe it is 
not yet determin’d what tables are moft to be 
dependedupon, and becaufe they differ fo widely 
from each other ; as may be feen in Mr Ws 
account of the eclipfe which is to happen next 
month. With regard to tables, I muft ob- 
ferve, that Mr Dunthorne’s lunar tables agreed 
beft with my obfezvation (which F ftill prefume 
to call fo.)

S the folitaire, or flat worm was 
mentioned by Hippocrates more 

than 2000 years ago, it cannot but ex- 
cite our wonder, that the knowledge of 
this fubjecét has been fo little extended 
by fucceeding ages. What fhail we 
think of our phylicians? Since they are 
fo little acquainted with a difeale fo ob- 
vious to the fight and touch, how can 


we believe that they better underitand B 


the nature of a diftemper that falls 
not under the cognilance of either of 
thefe fenfes? What opinion muft we 
have of thefe gentlemen,who have been 
content to continue ignorant of what- 
ever relates to this difeafe,except that it 
exifts? And chat they have continued to 


be thus ignorant, appears by their hav- C 


ing always mentioned it as a trivial dif- 
order, tho’ it can be proved to produce 
the moft dreadful fymptoms, and, ina 
certain ftage, to be a complication ofall 
the diftempers that affiiét mankind. 
There are three fpecies of thefe 


worms; Gne has the appearance of a D 


concatenation of ftrait rods, another of a 
chain confifting of {mall rings. I have 
never been able to difcover the head of 
either of thefe; M. Andree fuppofes them 
to be many worms link’d together, each 
link being a complete-animal.

eat of the Gratisla, (our Heage-Hyfop, 
as we are told] the name of which 
J learnt afterwards; this herb abated 
the violence of my pain, but did not 
bring away the worm. I eat of it a- 
gain, and as I found it a powerful ca- 
thartic, it again abated the fymptoms, 
but did not remove the difeafe.

Such in- 
itances as thefe fhew, that any one, 
who has been near any place where the 
difeafe is, cannot be certain that he is 
not infected ; and if there fhould bea 
pre-infection, inoculation would then 
be an injury inftead of an advantage, by 
raifing a complication of difeafes. ‘There 
have been inftances of thofe who, at 
the fame time, have had both the di- 
ftin& and confluent kind, one by inocu- 
lation, the other by the common infec- 
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ger of infection. If any one, in order 
to fuch quarantine, removes from his 
ufual abode, let it not be fo far as to oc- 
cafion any confiderable alteration in the 
air ; perhaps to exchange a foggy air for 
a ferene, or a ferene tor a foggy, ma 

be equally improper. I hall leave it 
to the phyfician to direét the neceflary 
preparation; I have known tar-water 
ufed (and thought to be very advantage- 
ous) long before the learned bifhop re- 
commended that excellent medicine 
(See Vol. IX. p. 36. where it is pre- 
fer’'d to inoculation); perhaps an e- 
metick, and gentle purge, may be of 
ufe to arobutt conftitution, uied to a 
high way of living; but I think it ab- 
folutely neceflary that from every adult 
perfon a few ounces of blood fhould be 
taken away, and carefully examined, by 
one capable of judging, if it indicates 
a good habit : if it 1s fizy and glutinous, 
by all means delay the inoculation till a 
better habit is acquir’d- JI have knowr 
a man die of a pleurify, who five days 
before appeared to be in perfeét health. 
If any one fhould be inoculated, when 
a dangerous difeafe was juft ready to 
difcover itfelf, no wonder if the event 
prove fatal. For performing the opera- 
tion, let the matter be from a healthy 
perfon, who has the beft kind; the 
pledgets,when moiftened with the mat- 
ter, need not be bigger than a large 
pin’s head ; let them be clofe ftopped in 
a vial,and left at an appointed place,for 
the operator to receive them without 
coming near the infected perfon ; then 
let the plaifters and bandage be laid 
ready, and the patient placed oppofite 
a brifk fire, as far from it as may be; 
and when a {mail orifice is made in each 
arm, and the patient’s face cover’d with 
a wet folded napkin, let the operator 
take his pledgets from the vial, fo near 
the fire, that the infeéted air, which 
flies from the vial, may afcend the 
chimney ; let a pledget be apply’d to 
each orifice, and fecured with the plai- 
fters and bandages, as nimbly as poflible.

And accordingly it is the unanimous 
Opinion of phy cians, that the princi- 
pal hurt of tea, &c. lies in drinking 
them too hot.

This bird was prefented to me by 
my honoured friend, ‘Fames Theobald, 
Eiq; it was brought from the W¢/- Jn- 
dies, and:Sir Hans Sloane writes thus 
of it (See Nat. Hift. of Jamaica, Vol. I. 
p. 322.) * This feems to be the fame 
‘© with the Wbite Pelican, only of a 
** darker colour; they are frequent in 
“* all the feas of the hot We/t- Indies ; 
** they fifh after the fame manner as 
** Man-of-War birds, and come into 
** the fheltered bays in ftormy weather, 
** where they very often perch on trees ; 
** they fly over the fea as Gu//s, and 
** take the fifh when they {py them, by 
** falling down upon them, and they 
** then rifeagain and dothe like: They 
** are not reckon’d good food. When 
** they are feen at fea, it is a fign of be- 
** ing near land.”’"—Wa/fer, in his voy- 
age and defcription of the ifthmus of 
America, fays, ** The Pelican is not 
** found on the South-Sea fide of the 
** ifthmus, but they abound on the 

northern fide ; that they are of a dark 

grey colour, and under the throat 
hangs a bag; the old ones are not 
eaten, butthe young are good meat.”’

Mr Edwards has added many decora- 
tions in the ground-work of his plates.

MR Edwards, in another plate, has 

given us the form and deicription 
of a Pelican, which is double the 
bignefs of the largeft Swear. His draw- 
ing was mace from the Pelican fhewn at 
London in 1745, which was brought, b 
Capt. Pelly, trom the Cape of Gaod Hope, 
where they are larger than any where 


eile. 

The body, legs and feet, very much 
refemble the preceding figure; and it 
differs little but in the head and neck, 
which laft is very long like a Swan’s, the 
bill is ftraiter , and the upper part only 
hooked at the end; the pouch is fhaped 
iomething different, hanging more down 
in the middle. Mr Eaward;s thus de- 
{cribes it: From the point of the bill

EARTHQUAKE. 
AS we have not given any account 

of that deftruétive earthquake at 
Famaica in 1692, we are called upon 


to do it now.—lt happened on Far. 7, 


jutt before noon, and in the {pace of two 
minutes it fhock down, and drowned 
nine tenths of the town of Port Royal. 
The houfes funk outright 30 or 40 
fathomsdeep The earth opened and 


{wallowed up the people in one ftreet, ,; 


and threw them up in another; fome 
- to in the middie of the harbour, and 
yet were ‘aved. While the houfes on 
one fide ot a {treet were fwallowec up, 
en the other they were thrown on heaps; 


lace of fafety. The earth heaved and 
welled like the rolling billows, and 
feveral houfes, ftill ftanding, were 
fhifted and moved fome yards out of 
their places. A whole ftreet was now 
twice as broad as before ; and in man 
gg the earth crack’d, open’d an 

ut, with a motion quick and faft, and 


of thefe openings, 2 or 3 hundred 
might be feen at a time; in fome of 
thefe people were fwallowed up, in 
others they were caught by the middle, 
and preffed to death, and in others the 
heads only appeared, in which condition 


The larger 
of thefe openings fwallowed up houfes, 
and out of fome, whole rivers of water 
{pouted up a prodigious height into the 
air, threatning a deluge to that part 
fpared by the earthquake. And be- 
ides of all the wells, from 1 fathom to 
6 or 7, the water flew out at the top 
with a furprizing and irrefiltible vio- 
lence. The whole was attended with 
ftenches and offenfive {melis, and the 
noile of falling mountains at a diftance, 
while the fky, in a minute’s time, was 
turneddull and reddifh, like a glowing 
oven. Yet, asgreat a fufferer as Port 
Royal was, more houfes were left ftand- 
ingin it, thanon the whole ifland be- 
fide. Scarce a planter’s houfe, or fugar- 
work was left itanding in al! Famaica. 
A great part was {waliowed up, houles, 
people, trees, at one gape: inthe room 
of which there afterwards appeared 
great pools of water, which, when dried 
up, difcover’d nothing but fand, with- 
outany mark that ever tree or plant 
had beenthere. ‘Two thouiand people 
loft their lives, and had this terrible 

{ocns 
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fcene happened in the night, tis 
thought very few would have —y : 
one thoufand acres of land were funk. 
One Hopkins had his plantation remov’d 
halfa mile from its place. Yet the 
fhocks were the moft violent among the 
rocks and mountains, in whofe caverns 
the matter that produced the earth- 
quake was fuppofed to lie. 

Not far from Yal/boufe, part of a 
mountain, after it had made feveral 
leaps or removes, overwhelm’d a whole 
family, and a great part of a plantation, 
tho’ a mile diftant ; and a large high 
mountain near Port Morant, about a 
day’s journey over, was quite fwallow- 
ed up, and in the place where it ftood 
nothing remained but a lake of four or 
five leagues over. The tops of high 
mountains {wept down with them, in 
their fall, trees and other things in their

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is more pent in, and hath not fo free a 
paflage to perfpire and fpend irfelf. 


That fince this earthquake, the land- 
breezes often fail, and, inftead of it, 
the fea-breezes blow all night ; a thing 
fearcely known before, but fince very 
common. In PortRoyal, andin many 
places all over the ifland, much ful- 
hureous combuttible m-tter hath been 
ound, which would flame and burn 
_—_ upon the leait touch of 
. St Chriflopbers, one of the Caribter 
Iflands, was formerly much infefted 
with earthquakes, but upon the eruption 
of a great mountain of combutftible 
matter, which ftill continues burning, 
they have entirely ceafed, and have 
never fince been felt, which gave hopes 
that fome fuch eruption, in fome of 
the mountains of Jamaica, would free 
that ifland from earthquakes. 


way ; andthefe vaft pieces of mountains, C Tho’ the foregoing account is fo very 


with all their trees thereon, falling to- 
gether ina confufed manner, ftopp’d up 
moft of the rivers for near twenty four 
hours, till {welling up they made them- 
felves new channels, tearing up in their 


paflage every thing that oppofed them, 


and carrying with them into the fea 
feveral hundred thoufand tons of tim- 
ber, floating in fuch prodigious quan- 
tities that they feemed like moving 
iflands. In Liguania, the fea retired 
from the land in fuch a manner, that for 
z or 3 hundred yards the ground ap- 
pear’d dry; and the fith were Jeft behind, 
but in a minute or two’s time it return’d 
again, and overflow’d great part of the 
fhore. At Yallbouje the fea retired a- 
bove a mile. After the violence of 
thefe convulfive throws were over, thofe 
who efcaped in the city of Port Royal, 
got on board the fhips in the harbour, 
where many continued above two 
months ; the fhakes all that time being 
fo violent, and coming {o thick, fome- 
time, 2 or 3 in an hours attended witha 
frightful noife, refembling a hollow 
rumbling thunder, with brimftone 
blafts, that they durit notcome on fhore. 
The confequence of this earthquake 
was a general ficknefs, occafioned by 
the vait quantity of noifome vapours 
belch'd forth, which fwept away about 
three thoufand perfons. 

It is obferved at ‘Famcica, that in 
windy weather there never happens a 
fhock: but when the air is extraordi- 
nary c2lm, itis always expected: that 
after rain, the fhocks are generally 
{marter than at other times, which 
gnay be caufed by the fhutting up the

Letters concerning the Earthquake in 
Jamaica, 

Dear Friend, June 22, 1692. 
I Doubt not but you have heard of the 

dreadful calamity that hech befallen 
this ifland, by a terrible earthquake on 
the 7thinft. which hath thrown down 
almoft all the houtes, churches, fugar- 
works, mills and bridges in the ifland, 
On wednefday the 7th I had been at 
prayers, which 1 did every day fince I 
was rector of Port Royal, to keepu 
fome fhew of religion amongft a mo 
ungodly and debauched people; and 
was gone to a place near the church 
where the merchants ufedto meet, an 
where the prefident of the council then 
was. ‘To this gentleman’s friendhhip, 
under the direétion of the gracious and 
over-ruling will of providence, | afcribe 
my own happy, and, I may add, mi- 
raculous efcape ; for by his pretling in- 
ftances I was prevailed upon to decline 
an invitation, whichI had before ac- 
cepied, todine with capt. Rudend, whofe 
houfe, upon the firft concuflion, funk 
into the tea, and with it his wife, his 
children, himfelf, and ail that were

creafed, and weheard the church and 
tower fall; upon which we ran to fave 
ourfelves. 1 quickly loft him, and 
made towards Morgan’s Fort, which

being a wide open place, I thought to g cor

be there fecure irom the falling houtes : 
but as i made towards it, [ faw the 
earth open and ‘wallow up a multitude 
of people, and the fea mounting in 
upon us over tie fortifications. 

I then laid afide all thoughts of e- 
{caping, and reiolved to make toward 
my own lodging, there to meet death 
in as good a poiture as I could. From 
the place where 1 was, I was forced to 
crofs and run thr ugh two or three 
very narrow itreets. The noufes and 
walls fell on each fide of me: fome 
bricks came rolling over my fhoes, but 
none hurr me. When I came to my 
lodging, I found all things in the order 
I had left them. [ then went to my 
balcony to view the ftreet in which our 
houfe ftood, and faw never a honfe 
down there, nor the grcund{o much as 
crack’d. ‘The people {ceing me, cry’d 
out to come and pray withthem : when 
I came into the itreet, every one laid 
hold on my cloaths, and embraced me; 
fo that I was almof ftifled with their 
kindnefs. I pérfuaded them at laft to 
kneel down, and make a large ring, 
which they did; I pray’d with them 
near an hour, when I was almoft {pent 
with the heat of the fun, and the ex- 
ercife. ‘They then brought me a chair, 
the earth working all the while with 
new motions and tremblings, like the 
rolling of the fea, infomuch that fome- 
times whenI was at prayers, I could 
hardly keep upon my knees. 

By that time I had been half an hour 
longer with them, in fetting before them

houfes which lay level with the water, 
I got firlt into a canoe, and then into a 
long boat, which put me aboard a fhi 
called the Siam-merchant. There 
found the prefident fafe, who was over- 


night, but could not fleep for the returns 
of the earthquake almoit every hour, 
which made all the guns in the fhip 
to jar and rattle. ‘The next dayI went 
from fhip to fhip, to vifit thofe who 
were bruifed and dying; likewile to 
do the lait office at the finking of feveral 
corps, which came floating from the 
p This, indeed, has been my 
forrowful employment ever fince I 
came on board this fhip: we have had 
nothing but fhakings of the earth, with 
thunder aud lightning ever fince. Be- 
fides, the people being io defperately 
wicked, it makes me afraid to ftay in 


C the place : for every day this terrible 


eartiiqueke happened, as foon as night 
came on, 4. company of lewd rogues, 
whom they ca!! privateers, fell to break- 
ing open warehouies, and houles defer- 
ted, to rifle their nechbours, while the 
earth trembled unde: thein, and the 


*houles feli on fome of ‘hom in the atk: 
D and thoie avdacious whores who re- 
main ftill upon the place, are as im- 


pudent and drunken as ever. 

I have been twice on fhore to pray 
with bruiied and dying people, waere 
I met too many drunk aud {wesring. 
I did not {pare them, nor the inagiftrates 


g neither, who have {uffered wick ednefs 


to grow to fuch a height. I }ave,I 
blefs God, to the beftof my {kill and 
power, diicharged my duty in this 
place. In the lait fermon I delivered in 
the church, I fet before them what 
would be the iffue of their impenitence 
and wickednefs fo clearly, that they 


F have fince acknewledged it was more 


likeaprophecy than a fermon. I had, 
I confefs, an impulfe on metodo its 
and many times I have preached in this 
pulpit, things, which I never premedi- 
tated at home, and could not, me- 
thought, do otherwile. The day when 
all this befel us was very clear, and 


their jins and heinous provocations, and G afforded not the fufpicion of the leaft 


ferioufly exhorting them to repentance, 
there came fome merchants of the place, 
who defired me to go aboard fome fhip 
in the harbour, and refrefh myfelf, tell- 
ing me that they had a boat to carry me 
of. I found the fea had (wallowed up 


evil; but in the {pace of three minutes, 
about halfan hour after eleven in the 
morning, Port Roya/, the faireit town 
of all the Exgi/b piantations, the beft 
emporium and mart of this part of the 
world, rich, plentiful of all good things, 


the wharf, with ail the goodly brick gy was fhaken and fhattered to pieces, funk, 


houfes upon it, moft of them as fine as 
thofe in Ceeapiiae, and two entire ftreets 
beyond that. from the tops of tome

SECOND LETTER. 
June 28, 1692. 
VER fince that fatal day, the 
E molt terrible that ever I had in my 
life, 1 have lived on’ board a fhip ; for 
the fhaking of the earth teturns every 
now and then. ' Yefterday we had a 
very great one ; but it feems lefs terrible 
on {hip-board than on fhore ; ‘yet I have 
ventur'’d to Port Roya/ no lefs thanthree 
times, among the'fhattered houfes, to 
bury the dead, pray with the fick, and 
chriften the. children. Sunday’ laft I 
reached among them in 4 tent, the 
oates which remain, being fo fhattered, 
that I durft not venture into them. ‘The 
people are overjoy’d to fee me among 
them, and wept bitterly as I preached. 
TI hope by this terrible judgment, God 
‘Will make them reform their lives ; for 
there was not a more ungodly people 
on the face of the earth. 
It isa fad fight to fee this harbour, 


one of the faireft I ever faw, covered E 


withthe dead bodies of people of all 
conditions, floating up and down with- 
out birial; for our ourying-place was 
deftroy’d by the earthquake, which 
dafhed to pieces the tombs, and the fea 
washed the carcaffes of thofe who had 
been‘buried, out of their graves. We 


have had accounts from feveral parts of © 


this Hland, but none fuffered like Port 
Roya’, where whole ftreets, with their 
inhabitants, were f{wallowed up _ by 
the opening of the earth, which when 
fhut in upon them, fqueezed the people 
to death. And in that manner feveral 


are left with their heads above ground ; -

1S Pruffan majefty, not conten® 

with having fecured to his fub- 
jects -on every fide, peace abroad, has 
been pleafed alfo to procure them peace 
at home, by ftriking at the root of that 
multitude of law-iuits, which ferv’d 
only to irritate them one againft an- 
other, and alfo by putting an end to 
thofe depredations on their fortunes, 


B With which they were continually har- 


rafs’d by the lovers of chicanery. In 
order to-this, he began with giving his 
chancellor, M. de Coeceji, a commif- 
fion to make a tour through his feverak 
provinces, and to determine, on the 
ipot, the old fuits which had been for 
many years depending in different 
courts. Nothing cou’d be more ne- 
ceflary than this right choice of the per- 
fon; none but fuch a great minifter 
cou'd have difcharg’d, with all the fuc- 
cefs that cou’d be wifh’d for, a commif- 
fion that muit have ftartled any other 
man. 

His majefty did not ftop here. Con- 
fidering how tedious and expenfive the 
practice of his courts was, from its de- 
pendence on that of the-imperial-cham- 
ber; confidering how much his officers 
of juftice abufed their funétions and au- 
thority ; he fupprefied all thofe abufes, 
and all thofe irregularities, by a law 
publifh’d under the title of Cade-Frede- 
ric, of which, ‘however excellent, I 
fhall not here give any élogium or ex- 
tract; this being already done by a 
member of the academy of {ciences -at 
Berlin. I fhall only obferve, that thefe 
regulations cannot be introduced in 
France, where (to fay nothing of the 
fale of offices) the courts and jurifdic- 
tions are of a different kind. 

Whoever has had the happinefs, as I 
have had, of having accefs to his Pru/- 
fian majefty, an honour which I owe 
to my former character ef imperial mi- 
nifter; whoever has féen, as I have 
done, how clofely this prince (who ex- 
cels in polite learning, altho’ he ufes it 
only as a diverfion) how clofely, I fay, 
he applies him(elf to military affairs, to 
politicks, to his finances, and to the 
vatt variety of bufinefs that is continually 
arifing, wou’d think, that, after laying 
thefe toundations of juftice, he fhou’d, 
at leaft for atime, have eafed himielf of 
this care, in order to turn. himfelf with 
the more vigour to matters of another 
nature: But this is not the cale; he 
at- 
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attends to the whole as clofely, as tho- 
roughly, as if it were only a jingle part. 
Indefatigable in his application to bufi- 
nefs, inexiauilible in his projeéts, he 
eaft his eye upon the chaos, upon the 
obicurity and confufion, upon the fre- 
it contradictions, with which che 
oman laws, the commentaries, the 
colledtion, of decrees, the opinions and 
decifions of the learned, are all filled; 
and in order to remove the darknels and 
perplexity with which the {cience of 
the law was cover’d, he refoly’d to 


new-calt the old Jaws, inordertotorm . 


new ones that fhou’d be more clear, 
more fixed, and, more {uitable to the 
prefeat times: And to this we owe the 
dyfematick Plan of the Body of Laws, ap- 
pointed by bis Pruflian Maje/ty to be ob- 
perved in all the Countries and Provinces 
under bis Dominion. Without pretend- 
ing to know certainly the reaion why 
this fet of laws is call’d only a Plan, f 
fuppofe that his majefty thought a work 
of iuch confequence,finifhed within the 
fpace of a year, could not be an{wera- 

tothe valt extent of its fubject : And 
that for this reafon he thought proper 
te produce it only as a mere tketch, or 
rough draught, that he might be more 
at liberty to make fuch corrections or 
additions to it as he fhould think pro-

we © to the advantages that muft refult 
from fuch a work, any perion will be 
denfible of them, who will confider the 
following remarks. 
Pruffia preferves the Roman laws with 
refpect to equity ; but he fngeraics 
them with refpect to ufage. e for- 
bids the fuitors, the advocates, the 
prottors, the judges, to quote them, or 
to make an appeal tothem. He would 
not have either commentaries or {yftems 
of law beconfulted, much lefs that their 
authorities fhould be alledged in a court 
of judicature. The advantage which 
the parties will receive from this prohi- 
bition is manifeft. _ Before this, there 
was no caufe, whether good or bad, 
that could want a defender ; no defen- 
der that could notfind fome law, and 
fome opinion in his favour; and in 
confequence of this, there was no cale, 
if there was ever {o little appearance of 
difficulty in it, of which they could not 
make a law fuit, and which the counfel 
en both fides could not maintain by a

It is true; that.to abolish what the con- 
tinued ufage of :feveral ages feem’d to 
have render’d immutable (I mean the 
civil law, and the-fublequent ediés 
which ferv’d as a fupplement to it) it re- 
quir'd nothing leis than iuch a legifla- 
tive power as the King of Prufia has a 


8 right to exercife in his dominions ; but 


is it not highly to the-honour of juch a 
foverain, to ule this power only to the 
advantage of his peop e? 

It is certain, that the entire repeal of 
the ancient laws, muft, at the fame 
time, put ap end to all difputes arifing 
from their uncertainty; and that the 
taking away the authority of all authors 
without diftinétion, muft allo neceflari- 
ly take away that infinite variety of dif- 
ferent opinions, which perplex and con- 
found inftead of clearing, and which 
have been the fource of infinite quarrels 
and law-iuits. Nobody, my lord, can 
be more fenfible of this than you, fince 
there is nobody bears a greater fhare 
than you of the inexpreflible burden of 
litigious affairs, which you -would de- 
cide with much lefs trouble, if they 
were freed from that vaft number of 
quotations, which ferve only to {well 
the written pleas, orto difplay the great 
learning of the writer. In the territo- 
ries of Pruffia and Brandenburgh, things 
are put upon another foot. hen any 


‘Aifpute is to be fettled, nothing more 
will 


be required of the parties, than 
a plain, fimple account of the cafe:

whatfoever, who does not find in this 
Body of Laws, the duties of his ftation, 
and how he is to guard againft miftakes 
or frauds, fo as to go through the com- 
mon occurrerices and tranfactions of life 
with fafety ; or who may not, by the 


help of a little reading and good ienfe, p 


make himfelf a pretty good lawyer. Let 
me add, that the Prujfian youth, who 
are intended for any offices of judica- 
ture, having only this book to make 
themfelves mafters of, may qualify them- 
felves for them without any very great 
pains or expence, and without waiting 
their time in fcholaftick difputes. 

But thefe are not all the advantages 
his Prujfian majefty propofes to himfelf ; 
there are others, much more important, 
which this wife and penetrating prince 
has in view. He knows, that if he 
cuts off, by his new laws, at leaft two- 
thirds of the fuits that would otherwife 
have come before his courts, it will fol- 
low, ina fort of proportion, that fuch of 
the gentlemen of the robe as ufed to 
maintain themfelves by the help of chi- 
canery, finding that a profeffion, in 
which there is now fo little employment 
or profit, does not turn to account, will 


gradually be quitting it (juft as the phy- E 


ficians would theirs, if the world could 
be freed from diftempers;) and confe- 
quently, they will apply themfelves to 
military affairs, to arts and {ciences, to 
trade, to farming, “c.—a change by 
which the ftate will gain a more wefeful 
fort of fubjeéts, and will, of courfe, be- 
come more flourifhing and happy. 

If it is agreed, that the new regula- 
tions of his Prujfian majefty cannot fail 
of having an advantageous effect, it is 
not improbable, that, fooner or later, 
fuch a glorious example may infpire 
other * powers with the fame defigns ; I 


that can be relied upon as a fix’d and 
fteady rule of determination. 

I. The greater part of cuftoms (with 
which we are not to confound what are 
properly privileges) being unknown to 
the inhabitants, being tranfmitted to 
them by a tradition that carries no au- 
thority with it, being exprefled in old 
obfolete language that is dark and am- 
biguous, and being fometimes direétly 
contrary to the written laws ; there mutt 
every day be difficulties arifing about 
them ; as, whether there are really {uch 
or not, whether the collections made 


C of them by private, unauthoriz’d per- 


fons be exaét or not, whether they are 
not fet afide by contrary ufage, and 
whether the written law, appearing in 
certain cafes more equitable, does not 
deferve the preference, &c. So that, 
they are fo far from eftablifhing a fix’d 
and immutable rule, that they often- 
times ferve only to furnifh matter for 
fuits, and even to perplex the judges. 

ll. As to precedents, if we confult 
the colle€tors or reporters of remarka- 
ble cafes, we fhall find in them the fame 
points decided by judgments dire&lly 
contrary to one another, according to 
the different maxims of parliaments, or 
the different ways of Be of the 
judges; fo that, inftead of being a cer- 
tain direction in parallel cafes, their dif- 
agreement pee an opportunity to the 
lawyers and follicitors of undertaking 
ohe fide of the queftion as well as the o- 
ther, which cannot fail of muluplying 
law-fuits. 

Ill. With refpe& to the civil law, 
(which is ufed only as a fubfidiary, that 
is, where the common law is deficient) 
I refer you to the preface, where the 
uncertainty and ambiguity of it is fully 
demonftrated. Befides which,our ways 


venture to fay, even France herfelf, G of living, our trade, and the nature of 


which having but one king, one religion, 
one form of government, and being all 
upon one continent, ought alfo, in my 
opinion, to have one body of laws, in- 
ftead of the common law or cultoms of 
the feveral provinces, in which one di- 
ftriét differs from another, and even 
town fromtown. * Seep.

our contracts with one another, are fo 
different from thofe of the ancient Ro- 
mans, that there is an indifpenfible ne- 
ceflity of making new laws, better a- 
dapted to the alterations which fo ma- 
ny ages have made in our manners and 
cuftoms. 


HIV. As to commentators, as each of 


them valued himfelf upon making im- 
provements on the reft, and even upon 
criticifing on his own obfervations, there 
has refulted from thence fuch a variety 
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of opinions, that one is at a lofs which 
to follow. Befides, what weight can 
their private opinions have in fuch a 
kingdom as France, which abounds 
with able magiftrates, who will not 
think themfelves obliged to fee with o- 
ther men’s eyes? 

V.. and laftly. If we are to rely intire- 
ly on the opinion of the judge, this 
too will make a multiplicity of fuits 
perpetual. For every man being na- 
turally prejudiced in favour of his own 
caufe, there is not one, who, rather 
than give it up qaietly, will not be for 
taking his chance in juch an uncertain 
thing as the judgment of mankind com- 
monly is found to be. It is but too 
well known, how much both citizen 
and peafant are govern’d by a fpirit of 
chicanery, many of them having facri- 
ficed their fortunes in fuch a manner to 
the itch of going to law, that they are 
réduced to the greateft diftrefs, and un- 
able to pay the taxes ;—a circumftance 
by which the publick is affected. 

It is therefore my opinion, my lord, 
and the experience I have had at the 
bar fufficiently confirms me in it, that 
there being no fix’d and certain fyitem 
of law in France, chicanery will for the 
future be continually gaining ground, 
"till fome barrier is provided to {top its 
pernicious progrefs. The people of 
france live under one king, who makes 
his own happinefs confift in that of his 
fiibjeéts. ‘This he would promote in an 
inftance ef which they wou'd have a 
grateful fenfe from ‘generation to gener- 
ation, if he would be pleafed, by vir- 
tue of his fovereign power, to form and 
prefcribe a new fet of laws with refpect 
to civil affairs, that fhould be general, 
uniform, clear, and fuited to the pre- 
fent times. 

This too, my lord, might eafily be 
effected, if his moft chriftian majefty, 
who is as well acquainted with the great 
extent of your knowledge, as with the 
zeal and dignity with which you dif- 
charge your high office, fhould think 
proper to put this undertaking under 
your direétion. And as there is not 
one able lawyer or practitioner, who 
would not think it a pleafare as well as 
duty, to affift in it under your infpec- 
tion, it is as certain, that when you 
have communicated to them your 
thoughts and your plan, they will will-

talents in extending it to all the neceffa- 
ry particulars.

vouring to get ina frefh ftock, fo as to 
enable us to hold the farm under fo good 
a gentleman, and in order thereto have 
propoied to take up 100/.0n mortgage 
ot our eitate, which is the molt that will 
But to add to 
our misfortune we are now told, that 
the lender of the 100/. muit have a fine 
levied to fecure his money, otherwile ne 
is not fafe in law ; the charge of which 
fine only is to be § guineas, befides the 
additional charge ot writings, which 
will be larger, and clfo that when the 
mortgage is paid off, or eftate to be 
fold, there muit be a reconveyance from 
the mortgagee, it being made a mort- 
gage in tee, itill adding to the charge. 
Kither the lawyer impoies on us, or this 
load of expenie attending a mortgage 
for 100/. by way of a fine, beiides 
writings, is juch an oppreffion on the 
neceflitous and unfortunate, as may 
well require the confideration of the 
legiflature to enaét, that fuch fmall 
mortgages be made by deed only, or 
otherwile, to avoid fuch oppreifive 
charges thereon in fuch a manner as in 
their wifdom fhall feem meet. It will 
be great charity in making this unhappy 
cafe known, and will lay obligations on 
many, and in particular on one who 
may juftly acknowledge this is to be 
the Fine of bis Fines. 


Remarks on the foregoing by the Author 
of the Old Engiand. 


I T is impoffible to pafs over this let- 
ter without a melancholy reficction 
oa the unhappy ftate and condition to 

which 
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which the fubjeéts of this kingdom ate 
reduced by the law. That which was 
framed and devifed for proteétion is be- 
come an engine of deitruction. 

As tothe remedy,a reformation of the 
Jaw cannot now be effected by the king 
alone. Jt muft be done in parliament, 
where the profeffors are not without 
fathers, brothers, and other relations, 
who make aftand upon occafion, and 
take care of their intereft: nay, they are 
there themfelves, and fome apprehend 
not fo much for the fervice of their 
country as to pafs thence into dignities 
and lucrative pofts. What hope is there 
then of reforming the law ?——it is 
no wonder, that the groans of the 

ople have been fo little regarded, and 
egal oppreffion fuffered to bear down 
their necks fo long. In fome parts of 
the kingdom fheep are fheared twice a 
year, and fhearers go about to be employ- 
ed for that purpofe.Our Circuit-Shearers 
in thelawdo the fame, and clip fo 
clofe that a growthcan hardly ripen 
into perfection before they come again. 

hen I refleét on the oppreflions 
of the law,and that it devours more 
eftates than it proteéts, and perhaps e- 


ftablifhes more wrong than right; that if 


I coniult with a lawyer I coniult with a 
miftaken guide, wholeads me into a 
wildernefs, or rather a waite of brambles 
and briers which tear my cloathing in- 
to rags, and bewilders my underftand- 
ing, and confounds me with difappoint- 
ment! where the fuccefsful and un- 
fucce{sful, the good and bad, the little 
and fometimes the great, fooner or later 
perith alike ; I fay, when I refleét on 
thefe melanchol Ras, I am often tempt- 
ted to think it had been rather better 
with us, if we had no Jaw at all, but left 
in a ftate of nature to pitch our refpec- 
tive tents where eaeh individual could. 
The worft of fuch a ftate would be that 
might muft prevail, and the weaker be 
fubje& to the ftronger. This is no more 
than what we undergo daily in the law, 
where the longeit purfe and the per- 
verfeft temper always prevail,

be made foon to check it, we fhall have

abfolutely neceffary. But alas! how 
can little parcels of freehold of fix or 
feven pounds a year, or lefs, fultain the 
unequal burden? it is an effectual bar 
and reftriction of credit and commerce 
between the lower clafs of landholders 
as it renders them incapable of borrow- 
ing a little money to ftrengthen their 
hands in hufbandry. 

Why lag our fuperiors in remedying 
fo great an evil? may there not a more

forry I am, that gentlemen who behaved 


ditions and paosiics of oeliing it 
would be hard that any of our fub iiting 
laws fhould be put in execution againit 
any one perfon whatfoever, as they have 
been heretofore difpenfed with in favour 


Well in their refpective ftations, fhould 4 of others, which might perhaps entrap 


quarrel fo inveterately, as to feek the 
deitru€tion of one another by fingle 
combat, which, I think, is the moft 
fcandalous fatisfaétion the one can give, 
and the otherreceive. Itis a breach of 
civil fociety, an infult on our laws, and 
an iniquitous defiance of the dread au- 
thor of our being. For one man to ex- 
pofe voluntarily and wantonly the gift 
of heaven to inevitable deftru¢ction, and 
another pre(umptuoufly to purfue it 
with ail the rancor of hatred and malice, 
is fuch a fhocking reflection, as few per- 
fons who profefs themfelves Chriftians 
can ftand. 

Pheramond, in his famous edicts 
againit duels, ena¢ts ‘‘ that no perfon, 
who either fent or accepted of a chal- 
lenge, or the pofterity of either, tho’ no 
death enfued thereupon, fhould be ca- 
pable of bearing office in his dominions. 
‘That whoever proved the fending or 
receiving a challenge, fhould receive to 
his-own ufeé and property the whole 
perfonal eftates of both parties, and 
their real eftates fhould be vefted in the 
next heir of the offenders . in as ample a 
manner as. if the faid offenders were 
actually deceafed. That a criminal, con- 
demned upon an appeal for blood, 
brought according to the laws of the 
land, fhould fuffer death, and all his 
eltate and effeéts, of what kind or quality 
foever, fhould be immediately vefted in 
the next heir of the perfon whofe blood 
was {pilled. That it fhould not bein 
the power of the crown to pardon of- 
fences of that nature, or reftore the 
offencer in eftate, honour or blood.”’ 

Thefe are exceiJent laws, and evinee 
to the world the wildom and virtue of 
Pharamoud, who tis plain could govern 
as well as conquer a great nation: But 
nothing fhewed the magnanimity of his 
foul more than to diveit himfelt of the 
— topardon. He parted with this 

is prerogative, for the good of man- 
kind.—i doubt he confulted but litle 
with his miniiters on that head, or his 
minifters were more difinterelted chan 
hive fince been in this illand. 

Some regulations, like Pharamona’s, 
feeinto become abfolutely neceflary in 
thefe nations, to reftrain the preient 
reizning infatuation in the army and 
navy. But, as Pbhsramond wilely pre- 
admenpiihed his fubjeéts of the con- 
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a man, on a provoking occafion, to 
rifque the guilt in hopes of a like im- 
punity. Pharamond {eems, in his dif- 
courfe with his friend Ewcrate, to have 
-been fenfible of this ; and that his lenity 
had occafioned the lofs of many a life; 
and therefore was refolved to render all 
means of application ineffectual, by 
taking off the objeét of it, and publifh- 
ing his incapacity to pardon through- 
out all his vait dominions. 

Our laws, in cafes of blood, are in fome 
meature favourable to the delinquent. 
A blow, an affault, or even an attempt 
to ftrike, and fometimes a menace, are 
deemed fufficient provocations for him 
to take the life of his adverfary ; fo that 
nothing can conviét him of murder, but 
his own premeditated at. A challenge 
to fight is fo in the eye of the law, and, 
‘with very good reafon, implies malice 
prepenfe; but no words, however acri- 
monious and abufive, are warrantable 

rovocations to fhed blood, or even to 

rike the aggravating utterer of them, 
who, tho’ he purfues a man from one 
end of the town to the other with curfes, 
im precations, and the moft opprobrious 
calumnies, yet he isnot to bechaftized by 
any other hand then the law directs: 
And, what is ftill worfe, he may couch 
his expreffions fo artfully as to avoid 
the penalty of the law ;——and yet we 
are gravely told, that words are no pro- 
vocations, at the fame time that an im- 
potent menace of a litred hand fhall 
juilify the fhedding of blood ! However 
unequal thefe may feem to thofe unverf- 
ed in law, yet are they not dettitute of 
good reafoning:Tho’ 1 think it highly 
neceflary that the tongue fhould;be put 
under a narrower reliraint than it is at 
prefent in thefe nations; asit is the caufe 
of much evil among us, and even more 
provoking to wrath and bloodfhed than 
action. 

It is to the intemperance of the 
tongue, and aggravation of words, that 
an unhappy gentleman owes the me- 
Jancholy condition that he is now in. 
(See p. 137H.and p.221)Tho’ I am alto- 

ether a itranger to Capr. Clarke, yet am 
Tnct fenfibly touched with his cafe, 
as I think not only every good chriftian, 
but every good perion, capable of re- 
flection and the fen‘iments of humanity, 
ought to be; for it can’t be denied, on 
ie

he was very much urged‘and provoked. 
To be traduced and vilify'd abfent, 
and reviled and aggravated prefent, are 
more than man can bear, or indeed 
what ought to be borne bya gentleman; 
more efpecially, by one who ‘holds his 
commiffion by the tenure of his fword, 


as obedience tothe laws of the land in * 


fuch cafe would render him contempti- 
ble by thofe of honour. In fhort, it 
evidently appears, that he was driven to 
the fatal necefliry of afferting his 
character in the way he did, however 
illegal, or ftand ftigmatized with the 
indelible dilgrace of cowardice. If 
the fource of this quarre] be confidered, 
the Captain’s apoiogy is yet ftronger. 
It was not for ungeneroufly retailing 
officious tales about the town in difhonour 
to his brother officer: It was not to 
leflen him in the eye of the world, or 
wilfully or wantonly impeach his 
character: But, being called upon by 
the laws of his country to give teftimony 
of what he knew, he was obliged tocon- 
form, and to utter upon oath the un- 
willing truth which he was in no wife 
forward to expofe. 

However well the deceafed may have 
fultained his character in life, it was not 
generous toafperfe a gentleman’s con- 
duct under the fanctity of an oath: twas 
highly aggravating! "twas unfufferable! 
it was {till the worfe as the deceafed is 
univerfally allowed to have been a 
perfon of meritand good character ; and 
therefore an afperfion from his mouth 
muft wound the deeper, and affect the 
Captain more fenfibly than the chattering 
of twenty idle bablers, notwithftanding 
his own good chara¢ter, which, with- 
out detracting from the merit of the 
deceafed, appears to be nothing inferior 
to his. Far be the mean attempt from 
me to caftthe leait fhade upon the merit 
of the deceafed; but | doubt he 
poilefied the virtues and the failings 
of the brave in common. His foul, 
too fufceptible of heat, -blew up into 
paflion, and fired his refentment into 
recrimination. If any of his affociates 
contributed to aggravate his difcontent, 


in gratification of their own refentment, “: 


the blood ofthedecea‘ed, and the mif- 
fortune of the furvivor, lie at their door.

It is not uncommon for perfons of e- 
qual probity and underitanding, but of 
oppofite interefts, to differ in their opi- 
nion, even of facts, concerning:which 
every difintereited perfon is agreed ; 
and when this happens, each party 
charges the other with wilful error, as 
each thinks that he has indubitable evi- 
dence of truth on his fide. 

It is, however, of the utmof impor- 
tance to fociety, that what a perfon de- 
livers as a witnels in 4 court of judica- 
ture upon oath, fhould be no otherwile 
controverted than under a fanction of 
equal authority, and that no man fhould 
be ftigmatized as a perjured rafcal, 
when there is not fufficient evidence of 
his guilt to conviét and punifh him by 
the laws of his country.

A DisserTATION on PANEGYRIC, 

Ome readets might, probably, entertain an 

il opinion of Mitio; for defending panegyric, 

in the following Dialpgue, and for giving it the 

preference above fatyr. Therefore, they are ce- 

fired, before they pronourice fentence againft him, 

to make this material reflexion, that there are 

two very different kinds of panegyric, wiz. the 
rrueand the fal/e. ee 

Falfe panegyrie is a lyfcious metheglin, made 
of the worft of honey, and fermented with large 
handfuls ef rhetorical and poetical flowers: It is 
extfeimly intoxicating, and only pleafeth women 
and children, or men whofe tafle refembleth 
theirs. 

True panegytic is a generous ftomach-wine, 
which oweth its flavour to nature, not to art, 
and is juftly agreeable to the generality of palates, 

It would, thereforé; be as abfurd to take a <if- 
guft at the latter, op ‘account of its refemblance, 
jn mame, to the former, as it was, in a tefty 
gentlemag, fome years ago, to kick an innocent 
Jap-dog out of the room, for this only reafon, 
that it arifwered to the name of ty iy 

Notwithftanding what has been faid, the fol- 
lowing quety may, poffibly, be Aarted—If pane- 
gyric be an ufeful and reputable fpecies of wri. 
ting, how cometh it to pafs,that few authors, of 
any figure, attempt it ? 

J think myfelf armed with two ftrong anfwers, 
againft that threatening objection. 

In the firft place, it is not effential to the na- 
tute of panegyric, that the name of it thould ap- 
peerin large Roman letters, at the top of the ti- 
tle page. Much of it may be daily found in ma- 
ny writers, who do got profeis. themfelves pdne- 
gyrifts, fuch as, hiftorians, biographers, and e- 
ven poet: ; for no-one can deny that Mr Addi- 
fomhath given us an excellent panegyric on Cato, 
although the piece which. containeth it, is called 
a tragedy. And Jet me-obferve here, en pa//ant, 
that. to my gertain knowledge, the Englifh Ra- 
zriot lay under no perfonal obligations tothe Ita- 
dian one, excep: that of furnifhing him with an 
advantageous fubject. But, to be ferious: fup- 
pofing that they-bad béen contemporaries, and 
that the author had received the greateft favours 
from his hero ; I do not fee why fuch a circum- 
ftance muftchave depreciated the work, if the po- 
et took care not to iet his gratitude tranfport 
him beyond the limits of undeniable truth. 

My fecond anfwer, to the above objection, ig 
this: I muft take leave to fay, that the fcarcity 
of complete modern charaters, chiefly occafion- 
eth’the fearcity of complete modern panegyrics« 
‘Thus, for inftance, neither the life of Charles 
XIN. of Seueden,nor eyen that of Peter the great, 
can properly be reduced to the clafs of panegyric ; 
becayfe neither of their characters sye.amiable = 
there is too much fiercenefs, and even {gme bry- 
tality, in both: for which réafon, good judges 
are of opinion, that the piece in minigture, of 
the-electer of Hanover,‘ fafterwards King George 
}.) drawn by Voltarre, approacheth nearer to 


compleat panegyric, than the glaring picture pf 
his fayourite Man/layer, at full dength. ' 

~Hf you-are not guite weafy, let me mention 
one in(tance more. The moft-that § exaft and in- 
genious Leti can-do, is to eatertain us with 
deep policy, and lively wit, of his D’O/funa ; 
but if he could (confiftently with truth) have 
told us, that be was firmly attached to the inter- 
efis, both of bis king, and country; that be was 
a tender and generous father, to the Neapolitans;
